quires the Senate of the United Stateo 
to convene on the 4th day of March, at 
12 o'clock coon, of which all persons 
who shall, at that time, be entitled to 
act as members of that body ara hereby 
to take notice."

Feb. 26.— Hon William 


Wisdom, ex-Secretary of the Treasury, 
spent to-night in Baltimore as the guest 
of John S. Oilman. To-night he was 
closeted with Stephen B. Elfcins, Henry 
G. Davis and others. After the confer- 
ence one of the gentlemen announced 
to a reporter of the American that Win- 
dom had been tendered and accepted 
the position of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in General Harrison's Cabinet. He 
will go to Washington to-morrow morn- 
ing. 


On Monday Senator Jones, of Ne- 


vada, reported favorably horn the Sen- 
ate Committee on Contingent Expenses, 
the resolution authorizing the commit- 
tee to investigate the feasibility of ir 
rigating and reclaiming Western arid 
lands, to hold sessions and take testi- 
mony at any places it may deem neces- 
sary, and the resolution was agreed to. 


The legislative session just ended at 


SaUrn, Oregon, cost the State $45,000, 
of which nearly one-third was for clerk 
hire. The Legislature passed 170 bills, 
five of which Governor Pencoyer has 
vetoed and 51 he has allowed to become 
laws without his signature.

Union Pacific Company is to run trains 
which will reduce the time between New 
York and San Francisco to four days. 
The Pennsylvania road is preparing to 
beat even that time.

THE BONANZA. 


A Sketch of the Mine* Which Gave 


Mr. Flood His Great Wealth. 


The San Francisco Alts, reviewing 


the life and death of James C. Flood, 
recalls the stirring times of bonanza 
days by saying: 


The "Bonanza mines" occupy a sec- 


tion of the northerly part of the prolific 
portion of the Coinstook lode and em- 
braced 1,310 linear feet, lying between 
the Ophir on the north and the Best & 
Belcher on the south. It was formerly 
subdivided into six claims, viz.: The 
Central, California, Central No. 2, the 
Einney, the White & Murphy and the 
Sides. The great discovery in the Ophir, 
near the line of the Mexican, known as 
the Ophir Bonanza, was the first devel 
opment of mineral richness that brought 
the great Waehoe lode into celebnty. 
It was exhausted in three or four years 
after its discovery, having yielded a 
gross bullion product of about $15,000,- 
000, and that, too, nnder defective ap 
pliances for working and injudicious 
d'sposing of ore. 


Daring the twelve yearn commencing 


with 1859, no very extensive explora- 
tions were made. The deepest shaft 
sunk was on the Central, and went no 
lower than 620 feet. Some short tun- 
nels were driven into the lode, and 
costly works erected, not justified -by 
the developments. The history of this 
period was a history of failures, though 
there were several email bunches of 
Rood ore found in the California ground 
In tho meantime heavy .bodies of ore 
had been discovered in the Gonld & 
Curry, the Savage, Hale.& Norcross, 
and, in fact, at intervals all the way to 
the Overman, south of Gold Hill, but 
the long intervening spaces were so 
barren, and the deposits worked found 
to be so shallow, that even experienced 
miners lost faith in the Comstock. 
The great body in the Gould & Carry 
could only be traced down 1,000 feet. 


There were those who believed the 


lode to occupy a broad, far-descending 
and fertile fissure, and that it only 
needed exploration to bring its treas- 
ures to light. 
Conspicuous among 


these were the principal owners of the 
Consolidated Virginia & California 
mines, Messrs John W. Mackay, James 
G. Fair, Jas. C. Flood and Wm. S. 
O'Brien. These men had been for sev- 
eral years associated together and en- 
gaged in mining enteiprises. The own- 
ers of the California, Sides and White 
& Murphy claims had several years con 
sohdated under the name of Consoli- 
dated Virginia, and incorporated with a 
oapital stock of $1,000,000, divided into 
10,000 shares of $100 each. They had 
an abiding faith that well-conducted 
operations would be productive of good 
results. They avoided the errors that 
others bad made. In pursuance of a 
plan they bought np the small holders 
at $9 per share. They spent $98,300 
in buying np these claims. Thns dis- 
embarrassed they inaugurated vigorous 
work on the mine. 


During the year 1872 three assessments 


aggregating $212,400, were imposed 
upon the stockholders and the shares 
were increased to 20,300, swelling the 
capital stock to $1,080,000, During the 
year the prices of shares fluctuated be- 
tween $27 and $300, reaching the latter 
figure in June and subsiding again to 
$87 by the end of December. In March, 
1873, a strike was made at a point some- 
thing over COO feet below the surface. 
Daring the month twenty-three tons 
were hauled np daily, and the ore milled 
about $34, which was much less than 
the assay. Crosscuts were made, and 
the body was found to increase in thick 
ness, causing the stock to rise from $40 
to $80 in the market. However, it Boon 
after receded again to $50. 
The shaft 


was carried down until July, when a 
strong flow of hot water put a tempo- 
rary stop to the work. The shaft was now 
down 1100 feet. During the intermit- 
tent period pumps, a tramway and other 
necessary adjuncts were constructed, 
and before the end of 1873 the Consoli- 
dated Virginia had fairly entered upon 
that career which surpassed the expec- 
tations of the most sanguine and raised 
it to pre-eminence in the annals of min- 
ing. The capital stock had already been 
increased to $7,080,000, representing 
23,600 shares. On the 18th of October, 
1873,' another increase was made to 
$10,800,000, representing 108,000 shares 
of the par value of $100 tack. 


In 1873 the stock started at §40 a 


share in the board; in March it went up 
to $80; by tha end of October it was 
$285, and at the close of the year it 
stood at $400, on the basis of the old 
lasne, being about $80 for the new 
shares. 


In December 
1872, the California 


Company was organized, the Virginia 
Company conveying to them the Cali- 
iforma claim, and receiving in return 
58 1-3 per cent, of the new company's 
stook. Ths two companies thus welded 
together declared their Crtt dividend m 
May, 
1874. The stockhoMois receivfid 


$3 per sharo. In June the new 60- 
stamp mill was commenced 
Dormg 


the year tho old shaft was carried down 
from 1,300 feet to 1,300 feet, und capa- 
cious worke wore erected. In 1875 the 
new mill wr.s completed, huviLg a crush- 
ing capacity of 225 tons of ore every 24 
bouts, It was without donrt the most 
perfect and effective structure of the 
kind in existence. The monthly turn- 
out of bullion soon ran np to $1,000,- 
000. By October of that year 600 tons 
of ore of the average value of $100 per 
ton wag brought up to the surface every 
day and the bullion record of that month 
was $1,812,000, n sum that might easily 
have been increased to $1,000,000 coald 
measures have been obtained for reduc- 
ing the ore. 


In January, 1876, the capital stock 


was increased to $54,000,000, represent- 
ed by 540,000 shares of $100 each. 
The monthly dividends were in March 
of that year increased frnm $3 per share 
to 510. Two new mills had to be built 
that year to enable the company to do 
their reduction. 


In October, 1875, the vast works of 


the company, which bad cost several 
million dollars, were destroyed by fire. 
Tho insurance did not exceed §50,000. 
The company, however, wer,t to work 
energetically to roar from the smoking 
embeis new works. • The total yield of 
Consolidated Virginia np to the close of 
1875 was $20,000,000, of which $15,000,- 
000 was net earnings and 'paid in 
dividends 
to 
the 
stockholders.

y««r waa $10 per share. The entire 


bnllion yield for 1875 was $16,731,- 
653 43, Ten dollar monthly dividendi 
were pud steadily from March 6,1875, 
until March 4, 187C. This payment 
was on a basin of 108,000 shares. After 
that, until April 6, 1878, 
monthly 


dividends of $2 per share on 540,000 
shares were paid. The output of bullion
